To countenancethe more their former Treaties', andthe Conditions 
propoledin them, they further ſay, That all ther former Addreſſes the Com- 
miſ11oners of Scotland agreed vviththem, and jomed vvith their Commiſcioners in at- 
tending the King.

In vybich Iftirmation they do not uſethat ingenuity & cleerneſſe which 
the Houſe hath in former Parliaments uſed to do, in that vvhich they pu- 
blizhed unto the Kingdom; for although ic be true, that the Commiſlio- 
ners of Scotland agreed to the: ſending of the Propoſitions unto the King 
at Newcaſtle, yet in their publique printed Declaration of their fajd confenr, 
bearing dare the 25. of lane 1646. they declare their want of fatisfaftionin 
many particulars; .in ſo much asthey ſay, That ſome of the particalars are mcon- 
ſtent with the word of God, and others wherein they remam unſatsffyed : yer not- 
withſtanding ſo great was their deſire to ſee an end of this bloody war, & the eaſing 
of thoſe heavy prejjwres under which both the Kingdoms groaned, that upon thoſe Con- 
ſrderations they conſented to many materiall parts of thoſe Propoſitions: &x to make 
no let, but to give way to the ſending of ſuch other particulars, as they were 
ſtill unſatisfied um the matter , for the R eaſms formerly repreſented m their Papers 
znto the Heuſes, And this their Aſſent they declare to be with ſeverall pro. 
viſo's, as will appear by their faid Anſwer; The laſt of which) is, that zt :s xot 
their ludgement that every particular of theſe Propoſitions 1: of ſo great importance 
to the Kingdomes, that Peace and War Should depend thereupon. 
 Nowletit be impartially judged, whether itbe an ingenious manner of 
proceeding, to.ſer doyvna perfect conſent, and to conceal the conditions, & 
proviſo*s, upon the which the Scots declare their conſent,is grounded. 
But that which is moſt rem:rkable concerning the Scots, is, that havin 
thusartificially infinuated ro the people their former concurrence with 
them, noyv when they. make their Declaration to the Kingdom, for the 
ſtating truly of 'the whole ;buſineſſe, and the reaſon for having no more 
to do withthe King, grounded upon the Kings laſt Anſwer concerning the 
foute Bils, they remember not in this'their finall Declaration, the difſenc 
of the Scots; nor their unanſvverable Reaſons for their ſaid diſſent; northe 
Proteſtations of the ſaid Comilſioners delivered unto the King in the name 
of the' Kingdom of Scotland, declaring their diſſent ro thoſe Popodalons 


for the not yeilding whereunto;:the King is not _—— thefe Votes de- 


poſed inefteR, and another government without Him 'ſert -vp by them-< 


Elyes, but His royaltPerſon uſedyyith greater ſeyeriry;and inhumanity,then

theeves, and murderers arein the c5mon goals ; forto them itis permitted 
to haye the comfort of Phiſitians forthe body , and of Divines for their 
ſouls, whereas ro che King there is no means left roaske them. 
_ ©. Thereaſon why they conceal this diſſent of the Scots, is, Forthat they 
would have the Kings refuſall of the Bils, co be aſcribed only to His wil- 
fulneſſe, andro his perſiſting in his wonted wayes [ as they call it] ; but would 
not have the people thinke that the King had many of his minde; where- 
as if the truth might appear , it would be found, that fevv befides that 
prevalent party in the lovver Houſe, and Army, with the SeQaries de- 
nding on them, thar hold nottheir Propoſitions moſt unreaſonable, and 
their uſage of the King moſt deteſtable. 

Further, if the former aſſent, and concurrence of the Scots with them, 
bevuſed as an argument for the countenancing, and better juſtifying eftheir 
former Treaties and Propoktions;their preſent diſſent, andtheir unanſve- 
rable reaſons ſet dovvnintheir Declaration againſt the foure Bils, againſt 
their- denyall of the King a perſonall Treaty , and againſt His vvant of 
freedom, together with their ſolemn. Proteſtation grounded upon them, 
in the name of the whole Kingdom, ought inreaſon at leaſt to put a ſtand 
upon mens judgements untill all tales be told; and not be carried avvay by 
a Declaration of the ſingle Houſe of Commons, without the concurrence 

' of the Peers; and not paſl'd unanjmouſ]y inthat Houle, bur by the power 
of a preyalent party. | 
For whoſoevershall conſider the former brotherhood, and ſtrickt union} 
| betyvixtthe Hoaſesand the Scots; and hovy ſubſervient they have been 
unto them, and their affairs ;hovy they have tyviceentred this Kingdom , 
* Thefirſt time by their invitement, The ſecondtime by their moſtearneſt- 
" follicitation and hire; and hovy the Scats choſe-rather the adherence to 
them, then unto their ovyn native King; hovy far they gratifyed them by 
dc<livery of. Him into their hands;.and hovy they were become brothers 
in Intereſts, 10 Armes, in Covepant; whoſoever $hall conſider this ſtrickr 
conjunction, cannot but thinke thigt the Scots have ſome great reaſon of 
Conſcience, Intereſt, and Honour, fer their preſent deſerting of them in 
theſe their neyy demands, and rigorous way of praeceeding with the King, 
 Thatnation hath ſeldom been charged with want of prudence or dexre- 
rity in their actions ; andthe Houſes have foundſesto rhem]grear juſtneſle, 
& puncuality in theix proceedings 5 by coming inaccording to-agreement, 
and by going out according to promiſe; but: now finding not only their. 
Covenant and Agreemens eluded, but the very grounds andtrue ends for 
which they ſay they encred into Covenant,and-ointly tookeup Armes, viz: 
The refarmation and conformity R eligion, the defence af the Kings perſon, hanouy, 
and jult greatzeſſe , with the layes , and ljhertis of the Kingdom & ©. I they 
now hndetþat the wayes which the now prevalent party do-purfſae, are 
G&ſtrucive 19. them. all, 8 djamerically oppoſite totheſe ——_— 
VWAICK: 
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which they have alwayes declared to intend ; as if inſtead of conformity
